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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's 
arguments. Regarding claim 3, Examiner has a different interpretation of the claim language. The claim language recites "passive order 
matches are rejected based on a failure to meet the rule based criteria even though a match is found based on the normalized 
dimensions." Examiner has given this claim language its broadest reasonable interpretation to mean some passive orders are rejected 
based on rule based criteria regardless of whether or not a match (any match) is found based on the normalized dimensions, and asserts 
that the claim language is not limited to rejecting an order based on rule based criteria "even though it would otherwise provide an 
accurate match." As such, the prior art teaches the claimed language, as cited in the prior Office Action. 

Furthermore, regarding claim 1 , Examiner asserts that Macready teaches "deriving a plurality of normalized dimensions corresponding to 
the characteristics in the active order, wherein the flattening includes mapping each of the characteristics to an axis corresponding to the 
characteristic and converting a value of the characteristic to a value between zero and one", wherein the value of the utility function, 
ranging from zero to one is a "characteristic of the active order", and each characteristic is mapped to an axis corresponding to the 
characteristic. 

Regarding claim 16, Examiner asserts that Luke teaches a distance calculation, as cited in the previous Office Action in regards to claim 
10, which results in matches, and notifying the originators of the matches. This reads on "notifying an entity associated with the orders if 
the "distance calculation" meets a predefined criteria. 
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
